Shakers are Rapidly Decreasing. 

News that the property of the Shak- 
er Colony at Union Village, Ohio, has 
go.9e into the hands of a receiver and 
that the colony itself will probably 
soon be wiped out by the death of its 
venerable members, calls attention to 
the slow passing of the oldest Cvim- 
munistic religious body in the United 
States, says the Detroit Free Press. In 
1887 there were 4,000 Shakers in the 
country' ; today there are fewer than 
one thousand, scattered in fifteen col- 
onies 

Because the Shakers have always 
been a harmless, loveable, inoffensive- 
folk of marked individuality, they have 
ma:2e a deeper impression on the coun- 
try than many a much larger sect, and 
they have figured rather extensively 
in story and novel 

They anticipated the prophecy of 
Annie Besant, she ol the astral in- 
sight,^ by more than a century, accept- 
ing Anne Lee, alias “Anne the Word.’’ 
ar.d“ Mother Anne,’’ as a reincarnation 
of Christ. But they worship neither 
Christ nor Anne Lee, but simply “The 
Highest Good,’’ and while they’ esteem 
the Bible, they’ consider much of it 
secular writing, and believe in contin- 
uous spiiituaiisra. They are temper- 
ate, frown upon tobacco, eat no meat, 
and cancer is unknown among them. 
From this the vegetarian may perhaps 
draw seme comfort. Being a species 
of Quaker they are non-combatants. 
They amassed considerable wealth 
through their industry, but the money 
appears to be slipping away with the

brings in about $100,000 annually. 
The skins sell in Baltimore at from 35 
to 45 cents apiece and the dreaded 
muskrats are worth 4 cents apicee. 
The demand for the meat is growing. 
Land owners are getting good returns 
from leasing their swamps to trap- 
pers. The muskrat is a good forager 
and he needs no feeding. 

The biological bureau gives all this 
informat on and a great deal more in 
“Farmers' Bulletin 396," issued on 
April 30. It telis about the muskrat’s 
(conorric value, his habits, his rriodes 
of house building and the best metheds 
of trapping him and depriving him of 
his valuable pelt. It treats of him as 
“a pest," but the evidence goes to 
show thatlhe is not much to be dread- 
ed in that respect. He makes himself 
a nui.sance sometimes through his 
chrtnic desire for burrowing. He likes 
to get at the inwardness of milldaras 
and levees and railroad embankments, 
and in his energetic operations he fre- 
quently causes trouble for iiill-owners 
section hands and farmers. It is 
known that in countries where there 
are great areas of marshy ground the 
muskrat’s economic value^ far cu'; 
weighs the harm he does. 

The muskrat is a familiar sight on 
Kentucky creeks and ponds. In the 
past he has not been highly esteemed i 
by the trappers. The information 
that he is becoming valuable both for 
his hide and his carcass will be news 
to many Kentuckians. At the present 
time be is at the top of the list of fui- 
bearing animals so far as numbers are 
concerned. There are many Iccaliiies 
in Kentucky where the .starting of a 
muskrat preserve would be compara- 
tively easy. 'The protection of the; 
preserve from poaching would be a 
more Difficult matter. i

the distilleries in Kentucky that have 
warehouses wherein is stored whi.skey 
and upon whi:h storage is charged. 

The Auditor thinks the distilleries 
should pay taxes on the amounts each 
year derived from these storage in- 
comes and is suing for taxes on said 
incomes for the past five years, 

'fhe amount sued for will aggregate 
between $200,000 and $300,000 tor the 
past five years, and i^,000 a year in 
the future. The suits will be filed in 
the counties where the distilleries are 
located and assistant Attorney Gener- 
al John W. Lockett and Ch'orles S. 
Morris have prepared the suits. The 
Kentucky distilleries will be sued on 
forty-two distilleries the taxes asked 
for amountirg to nearly $100,000.

If they 
refuse to come in then, so far as Grant 
county is concerned, all will go togeth- 
er and it will be a race to the market 
and the old low price.s again. On the 
other hand. Grant county’s crop can be 
pooled in ten days if her people can be 
convinced that enough tobacco will be 
pooled to make the pool ajjsuccess.
